~~ IVERSARY YEAR got under 
way on College Hill Sept. 21. It 
is Juniata’s 75th year. 

The College convocation opening 
this diamond jubilee was held in 
Oller Hall Thursday morning, Sept. 
21. Classes began the same day with 
approximately 615 in attendance. 


As anticipated, enrollment figures 
dropped off slightly from last year 
with some withdrawals caused by 
calls to active duty for Guardsmen 
and Reserves. Few seem to be affect- 
ed by the draft at this stage. 


The admissions office accepted 
about 235 new students to bolster the 
sag in the upperclass enrollment. It 
was the largest group of incoming 
students since 1946. 


MELVIN RHODES ’38 resumed 
J part-time duties as dean of stud- 
ents at the College following a leave 
of absence for one year because of 
illness. After becoming seriously ill 
more than a year ago, Dean Rhodes 
was hospitalized and forced to recup- 
erate slowly. He recovered sufficient- 
ly to take graduate work at the 
Pennsylvania State College and to 
receive his master’s degree in Au- 
gust. Acting for Dean Rhodes in his 
absence last year was D. Raymond 
Sollenberger ’25 of Williamsburg, a 
State legislator. 


UNIATA held its second annual 
“open house” for grads in an alum- 
ni vacation week from July 29 to 
August 6. And even if the reserva- 
tions were few there was still enough 
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talk about it among alumni to war- 
rant its continuance. A full schedule 
of events included concerts, lectures, 
outings, old time festival and social 
games. 


EADING men of science of the 

state convened on the campus dur- 
ing Alumni Vacation Week for the 
25th annual summer meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Science, 
August 4-5. Field inspection tours of 
major industries in the Huntingdon 
area highlighted the sessions. In the 
only general session, Prof. Richmond 
FE. Myers of Muhlenberg College 
presented an illustrated lecture on 
“The Long Crooked River.” Thomas 
H. Knepp ’31 is president of the 
Academy.

HE COLLEGE was the site for 

sixth annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania School of Alcohol Stud- 
ies from July 17-21. Nearly 100 mem- 
bers attended the five-day session 
which consisted of lectures, work- 
shops, and forums conducted by spe- 
clalists in various fields. School 
teachers, ministers, religious educa- 
tion leaders, youth leaders and others 
attended. 


TOTAL of 195 students register- 

ed for the first period of the 
Summer Term at Juniata—127 were 
men and 68 women. However, the 
normal withdrawal activity resulted 
in an enrollment of about 140 for 
the second period.

1874-1950 


eS A FOREMOST disciple of spiri- 

tual, mental and moral endeav- 
or was lost to Pennsylvania and the 
nation with the death of Dr. C. C. 
Ellis, president emeritus of Juniata 
College. . .” That tribute (the open- 
ing lines of an editorial in the Al- 
toona Mirror, June 29, 1950) was 
only one of hundreds to the late 
Charles Calvert Ellis. 


Dr. Ellis, president emeritus and 
eminent leader in higher education 
and the church, died at Presbyter- 
ian Hospital, Philadelphia, at 11:20 
p-m., Tuesday, June 27, 1950. 


The 75-year-old educator had been 
in ill health for more than eight 
months and had been a patient in 
the hospital since June 7. His death 
was caused by leukemia. 





Funeral services were held in the 
Stone Church of the Brethren Fri- 
day, June 30. The Rev. John C. 
Middlekauff, pastor, was in charge 
assisted by two church and educator 
friends of Dr. Ellis—Dr. Vernon F. 
Schwalm, president of Manchester 
College, Ind., and Dr. Rufus D. 
Bowman, president of Bethany Bib- 
lical Seminary, Chicago, III. 


Through his many years as a teach- 
er and his association with teachers, 
Dr. Ellis stressed that personality de- 
velopment and spiritual growth are 
of far greater value than material 
things to be gained from education. 
He maintained that the student 
should be taught a way of life rather 
than a means of living. The dis- 
tinguished educator defined educa- 
tion.“as the effort of an adult person 
to train immature persons to adjust 
to their environment.” 


Student In 1888 


Born in Washington, D.C., on July 
21, 1874, Dr. Ellis was the son of 
Henry Jennings and Kate Calvert 
Ellis. He came to the Brethren’s Nor- 
mal College in Huntingdon as a 
student in 1888 and was graduated 
in the normal course with a bachelor 
of education degree in 1890. In 1898, 
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he became the second person to re- 
ceive the bachelor of arts degree 
from Juniata College. 


Moving ahead with a sincere in- 
terest in education, Dr. Ellis went on 
to Illinois Wesleyan to earn a master 
of arts degree in 1903 and the doctor 
of philosophy degree in 1904. In 
1907, he gained another Ph.D. de- 
gree at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Dr. Ellis received a bachelor of 
divinity degree from Temple Uni- 
versity in 1920 and did further study 
at Princeton and Harvard from 1919 
to 1922. 


At the inauguration of Dr. Martin 
G. Brumbaugh (former governor of 
Pennsylvania) as president of Juniata 
College in 1925, Dr. Ellis was the re- 
cipient of the degree of doctor of 
divinity conferred by Juniata Col- 
lege. In 1941, Bridgewater College 
awarded him the honorary LL.D. de- 
eree. 


Professor In 1898 


Between 1890 and 1894, Dr. Ellis 
was a teacher in public schools. After 
receiving his A.B. degree, Dr. Ellis 
became professor of English at Jun- 
lata College in 1898. He held this 
position in 1898-99 and 1900-01. In 
1907 he became head of the depart-

ment of education~—a post he held 
until becoming president in 1930. 

During the presidency of Dr. I. 
Harvey Brumbaugh, Dr. Ellis was 
named vice-president of the college 
in 1917. He served in this capacity 
until the death of Ex-Governor 
Martin G. Brumbaugh, who had 
taken over as president in 1924 for 
the second time. 

The administration of Dr. Ellis 
from 1930 to 1943 was characterized 
by a strengthening of the faculty of 
the college and a consolidation of its 
varied interests. The curriculum re- 
ceived careful study and was revised 
in 1938. In 1940 the college attained 
recognition by the Association of 
American Universities and in 1942 
was placed on the accredited list of 
the American Chemical Society. | 


“God-given Responsibility” 

In his inaugural address on Octo- 
ber 23, 1930, Dr. Ellis had stated: 
“I have placed on the desk in the 
President’s office the picture of Ar- 
nold of Rugby inscribed with the 
words which I adopted on my as- 
sumption of this responsibility: ‘God 
grant that I labor with entire con- 
fidence in Him and with none in my- 
self without Him.’ ” 

In such a manner, Dr. Ellis ac- 
cepted the position as “a God-given

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responsibility for which I shall ex- 
pect to answer to Him in the com- 
ing Day, and with the hope that in 
His Providence I may find at the end 
of the way also a bit of reward for a 
duty at least faithfully undertaken.” 


Dr. Ellis was elected president of 
the College Presidents Association of 
Pennsylvania in 1936, and during his 
entire administration served as chair- 
man of the General Education Board 
of the Church of the Brethren. 


In the fall of 1942 President 
Charles Ellis announced to the 
trustees his prospective retirement 
and a committee was appointed to 
name a successor. He was succeeded 
on October 23, 1943, by his son, Dr. 
Calvert N. Ellis, who became the 
sixth president of Juniata College. 


The president emeritus gained a 
national reputation as a lecturer on

gospel. He has held positions of re- 
sponsibility in the Church of the 
Brethren and has served three times 
as moderator of the annual confer- 
ence—1935, 1944 and 1950. He was 
associate pastor of the First Brethren 
Church, Philadelphia, from 1899 to 
1900, and was pastor of that church 
from 1919 to 1921. 


A lifelong contributor to religious 
and educational publications, Dr. 
Ellis prepared and published in 1947 
“Juniata College—A History of 
Seventy Years, 1876-1946.” 


His other published books ene 
“The Religion of Religious Psychol- 
ogy,” (1922); “The Christian Way of 
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LIFE, CHEER and loyal support have been continuously and generously given to Juniata 
College by “Mother Ellis” and her distinguished husband.

(1947). From 1919 to 1930 he was 
author of the weekly department, 
“This Week’s Teaching Principle,” 
in the Sunday School Times. 


Active In Organizations 


He was a member of numerous 
professional organizations including 
the National Education Association; 
Pennsylvania State Education Asso- 
ciation; National Society for Study 
of Education; Society of College 
Teachers of Education; Pennsylvania 
Society for College Teachers of Ed- 
ucation; English Speaking Union; 
and Association of Victoria Institute 
(Great Britain). 

Dr. Ellis served on various state 
committees for study of education 
problems and teacher education dur- 
ing his administration. He was a 
past president of the Huntingdon 
Rotary club and a director of Beth- 
any Biblical Seminary, Chicago. 


His record is listed in Who’s Who 
In America, Who’s Who in American 
Education, Who’s Who in _ the 
Clergy, Who’s Who in the Lyceum, 
Leaders in Education, and Educa- 


tional Blue Book of the Church of 
the Brethren. , 


On Christmas Day, 1902, Dr. Ellis 
was married to Emma Susan Nice. 
Many students have referred to her 
as “Mother Ellis,” and she has con- 
tinuously and generously given her 
life, cheer and loyal support to the 
college. They had two sons: Calvert 
Nice Ellis, president of Juniata Col- 
lege; and John Dwight Ellis, pastor 
of Moxham Church of the Brethren, 
Johnstown, Pa.

Alerted For Aid 


HE CHURCH of the Brethren, a 

church body that is traditionally 
bound to a peace program, has alert- 
ed itself to the demands for a rehabil- 
itation effort caused by a war inci- 
dent. 

Functioning as a world-wide relief 
agency, the Brethren Service Com- 
mission of this church is actively 
planning now for a peacetime pro- 
gram of relief and reconstruction in 
Korea. 

This was revealed by W. Harold 
Row, general secretary for the Com- 
mission, in a message to more than 


200 representatives of the church 


who convened at Juniata College in 
the annual two-day regional confer- 
ence program of the Eastern Region, 
Aug. 22-23. 

“Already plans are being made for 
the relief and reconstruction efforts 
which must follow this war in 
Korea,” Row explained. 

He pointed out that the United 
Nations will provide the “overall 
umbrella” in which the govern- 
mental and voluntary relief agencies 
will function. The Brethren Service 
Commission has mapped its pro- 
cedure to form a 15-man emergency 
medical unit to offer to the UN for 
Korea. 


Forward Looking 


UNIATA College’s modest early 

years, its distinguished present and 
its even greater future will be em- 
phasized as it observes its 75th anni- 
versary in a college-year program. 


The basic plan for the diamond 
anniversary year has been announced 
by Harold B. Brumbaugh, general 
chairman of a committee represent- 
ing students, alumni, faculty, trus- 
tees and the community of Hunting- 
don. 


The thought of “forward looking” 
will keynote a three-day observance 
of the anniversary April 15-17, 1951, 
climaxed by a Founders’ Day convo- 
cation on April 17. However, four 
periods of development will be stress- 
ed in programs scheduled through- 
out the year. 


These eras will be divided as fol- 
lows: the humble beginning (1876- 
1897); the transit‘on period (1897- 
1924); the expansion as a college of 
arts and science ( 1924-1943); and the 
“forward looking” period under the 
present administration from 1943 
into the future. 


In planning the three-day observ- 
ance for next April, the committee 
has arranged to open on Sunday 
with a choir concert and religious 
service and to conclude on Tuesday 
with the convocation. A forum on one 
of the contemporary issues of higher 
education will be held on Monday, 
April 16, when top-ranking edu- 
cators will be invited to participate. 


Throughout the year the drama 
of the diamond anniversary will be 
tied into the college activities. Stud- 
ent and faculty sub-committees are 
at work on appropriate programs.

Most veterans actually must be in 
training by the deadline if they want 
to continue their education. A vet- 
eran must have been in school in 
spring term, 1950-51, or enrolled in 
summer term on July 25, 1951, the 
Veterans’ Administration has an- 
nounced. 


If a veteran is planning to do egrad- 
uate work or to continue advanced 
work for teachers, he must initiate 
such study in the same general field 
before the deadline date. He will 
then be expected to pursue his train- 
ing “continuously until completion.” 
An exception has been made for 
teachers.

UTLOOK — “A building year.” 

That was the report from the 
College News Bureau in the season’s 
first football letter. 


Unquestionably, there was an air 
of uncertainty about Juniata’s grid 
hopes for 1950 as the season got un- 
der way. In fact, Ted Battles, sports 
editor of ‘The Daily News, Hunting- 
don, commented: 


“Whereas, the Juniata gridders 
and coaching staff looked forward to 
the 1949 season with eagerness, the 
1950 outlook is one loaded with ques- 
tion marks and apprehension. It is 
hard to determine this early where 
the Indians will be weak or strong. 
Injuries or the success of an unsung 
candidate can change the picture at 
a given position over night.” 


There were 13 lettermen missing 
when Coach Bill Smaltz checked the 
roll in late in August. Among them 
was Meteor Mike Dzvonar. Nuf sed! 
All of the 13 had played vital roles 
in the ‘Tribe’s successful 1949 season. 
Since these men were more than nor- 
mal losses and since the schedule has 
been extended to eight games for the 
first time since 1937, Coach Smaltz 
has been having his share of prob- 
lems. 


Naturally, there have been some 
bright spots because 12 lettermen did 
return to the squad—enough for one 
veteran team with an end in reserve. 
But in this modern-day “two unit” 
system, that’s hardly enough man- 
power. 


So the chances appeared dim for 
as good a season.in 1950, but the 





coaching staff crossed its collective 
fingers in hopes of good prospects 
from last year’s non-lettermen and a 
crop of 21 newcomers. 


On the line, Coy Hicks (a three- 
time J winner) is spearheading the 
returning lettermen. He’s a guard of 
the “watch-charm” variety and one of 
the finest for his size in the business. 
There are the three Bobs at ends— 
Morrissey, Smith and Wagoner; Don 
Brumbaugh and Joe Thomasberger 
at tackles; Gene Shaffer at guard or 
tackle, and Jerry Africa at center.

Enshrined as Hero 


HE FIRST American soldier ever 

to be enshrined in the spiritual 
home of Japan’s soldier heroes has 
been the late Lt. David H. Crosby 
Jr. ‘40, first Juniata graduate killed 
in action in World War II. 


In solemn ceremonies in June, the 
dead war hero was enshrined in the 
Yasukuni Shinto Shrine, Tokyo. This 
was witnessed by his mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Crosby, who was visiting 
her daughter and son-in-law on duty 
in Japan. 

As a result of the ceremonies, a 
group of Japanese gold star mothers 
have named their organization the 
“David Crosby club,” and hope, with 
Mrs. Crosby’s efforts, to persuade 
war mothers the world over to join 
them in a crusade for peace. 


According to press dispatches 
from Tokyo, the David Crosby club 
was founded through a chance meet- 
ing between Mrs. Crosby and Mrs. 
Ryusuke Miyazaki, a 64-year-old 
poetess whose son had been killed in 
an air raid. 


Mrs. Miyazaki was impressed by 
the calm, philosophical view Mrs. 
Crosby held on her son’s death. Soon 
word had spread among many 
women and it transformed their 
grief into a firm determination to 
eliminate war.

According to dispatches, Mrs. Cros- 
by looks upon the enshrining as “a 
marvelous tribute and a wonderful 
peace gesture. Io honor an Ameri- 
can boy in the top Japanese war 
shrine is a sign of good will and 
peace. That is something no other 
nation has done.” 


Lieutenant Crosby, who was 24, 
died in 1943 while leading his pla- 
toon of Marines in combat on Guad- 
alcanal. The Silver Star medal was 
awarded to him posthumously. He 
now lies buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery.

“T'T’S A DIRTY, filthy war,” writes 
* Lt. Ralph D. Harrity ’47 from 
the Korean front to the alumni office 
on College Hill. 


Lieutenant Harrity, the first alum- 
nus of the college known to be en- 
gaged in war in 
Korea, frankly 
admitted in a 
letter dated 
August 8 that 
“they've been 
pushing us 
around because 
we didn’t have 
the men and 
equipment to 
stand up to their numbers.” 


A veteran of World War II, Har- 
rity was the first enlisted man com- 
missioned in the Second Army in the 
Fall of 1948 under the Army’s new 
setup to obtain young reserve officers. 








AWARDED BRONZE STAR 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s headquarters 
in Tokyo has announced that Lt. Ralph D. 
Harrity has been awarded the Brome Star 
for meritorious achievements in combat dur- 
ing the war in Korea. He was serving with 
the 24th Infantry Division. 


_ In his message to the Alumni Sec- 
retary, the artillery officer explained 
that “they could outflank us as we 
didn’t have a solid line of defense.” 
The letter was written in pencil on 
paper apparently discolored by 
water. 


He pointed out that the enemy 
“takes no prisoners.’ He said that 
this is hard on the morale and helps 
to make it a “dirty, filthy war.” 


In an earlier letter in July, Lieu- 
tenant Harrity wrote that he was 
“still O.K. and kicking.”
